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Bay Beach project discussed behind closed doors

It could have been another 
big step in the Town of Fort 
Erie's private-public partner¬ 
ship with the Molinaro 
Group on Tuesday night, but 
after two-and-a-half hours of 
deliberation in closed ses¬ 
sion, council returned to the 
chambers in the same posi¬ 
tion it was in before the 
meeting started. 

The meeting started with 
12 delegates who provided 
their concerns about the 
local government's consider¬ 
ation to enter into a commu¬ 
nity benefit agreement and 
an agreement of purchase 
and sale between the Town 
and the Burlington-based 
developer for the construc¬ 
tion of a 12-storey condo¬ 
minium on the south side of 
Erie Road. 

Speakers were asked by 
mayor Martin to coniine 
their comments within five 
minutes and also told not to 
wander off topic from the by¬ 
laws to be considered later in 
closed session. Most of the 12 
delegates have shared their 
feelings on the development 


at previous meetings. 

Marcia Carlyn, a seasonal 
resident in Crystal Beach 
feels public opinion on this 
issue has been cast aside and 
the strong amount of opposi¬ 
tion displayed throughout 
the process isn't valued by 
the majority of council. 

"It really feels like you 
don't care about the wishes 
of the public at all," she said 
before Martin asked her to 
speak directly about the deci¬ 
sion council would be debat¬ 
ing later in the evening. 

Tohn Hill, a Ridgeway resi¬ 
dent who is also seeking a 
seat on council for Ward 4, 
also voiced his displeasure 
with council discussing the 
land transaction not in an 
open and transparent set¬ 
ting, saying the process 
seems to be moving ahead 
"under a veil of confidentiali¬ 
ty-'' 

"We as stakeholders, 
should be aware of all the 
terms of the sale," he added. 

Crystal Beach resident Lisa 
Susin brought up council's 
decision to defeat a recent 
motion made by Ward 6 
Coun. Ann-Marie Noyes to 
designate parcels of land at 


the site as parkland until a 
decision is made during an 
appeal through the Ontario 
Municipal Board (OMB). She 
feels this purchase of land 
agreement should be given 
the same consideration. 

"Something doesn't fit. 
This whole project should be 
on hold," she said. 

Former mayor Wayne 
Redekop made similar com¬ 
ments to Susin's, saying the 
by-laws for discussion don't 
need to be passed so soon 
and that waiting until results 
from the OMB hearing would 
be more appropriate. 

He said rushing them out 
in one meeting doesn't allow 
for members of council to 
give a second thought on the

course of action being taken 
with this project and doesn't 
give residents the chance to 
gather a complete under¬ 
standing of the procedures in 
such a hot-button issue.

informed about the steps 
you're taking," he said.

Bags not accepted in green bin 


The idea behind a prod¬ 
uct introduced by Frito-Lay 
Canada is being considered 
commendable but not 
acceptable by the Niagara 
Region and its Green Bin 
program. 

Earlier this year, com¬ 
postable Sun Chips bags 
were introduced to the 
Ontario marketplace, but 
the length of time it takes 
for the bags to biodegrade 
in a municipal composting 
system is too long and 
therefore are not being 
accepted in green bins. 

The bags are made of 
polylactic acid, which is a 


facility that processes the 
green bin material to deter¬ 
mine if the bags can be bro¬ 
ken down within an eight 
week time frame. 


Region encourages resi¬ 
dents to place all chip bags, 
including Sun Chips, into 
their trash reciprocal.

Readers applaud report from Ontario Health Coalition 


Dear Editor, 


We applaud the Ontario 
Health Coalition (OHC) for 
the very comprehensive 
report they released last 
week, which was a culmina¬ 
tion of the democratic hear¬ 
ings they held in 12 munici¬ 
palities across Ontario in 

It is clear there are serious 
problems with the delivery 
of health care throughout 
the province, but Niagara 
was the only area that the 
OHC recommended that 
the provincial government 
should send an investigator 
under the provisions of the 
Public Hospitals Act to 


investigate serious com¬ 
plaints and unresolved 
issues in the Niagara Health 
System (NHS). 

The report states, “issues 
regarding finances, human 
resources, management, 
quality and access to care in 
Niagara are among the most 
serious that we witnessed in 
Ontario.” The panel sup¬ 
ports the requests of the 
nurses, physicians, munici¬ 
palities and MPPs who have 
called for a provincial inves- 

Further, the recommen¬ 
dation states, “the investiga¬ 
tor should conduct or set a 
process for the immediate 
review and evaluation of the 
impact of the service cuts 


and closures in Niagara. 
This review should include 
meaningful and accessible 
public input. A clear plan to 
improve access to emer¬ 
gency care, intensive care 
and acute care should be 
established, with timelines 
for implementation. The 
process should be open and 
transparent.” 

We agree with other rec¬ 
ommendations of the OHC, 
which relate to problems 
occurring in Niagara such as 
setting baseline require¬ 
ments for access to hospital 
services and investigate, 
evaluate and rectify severe 
problems in access to care 
as a result of hospital cuts. 

We also agree with the 


recommendation to create 
policy to ensure a basket of 
services are available in 
every hospital...small hos¬ 
pitals specialize in assess¬ 
ment, stabilization and 
transfer of critical cases, and 
provide basic hospital care 
close to home. 

There should be a provin¬ 
cial standard and a plan to 
provide at least baseline 
hospital services at an opti¬ 
mum of 20 minutes from 
residents in average road 
conditions and at most 30 
minutes. Shortage of physi¬ 
cians and nurses should not 
be used as an excuse to fail 
to provide services. 

Create clear planning tar¬ 
gets for improving the sup¬ 


ply of health professions. 
We also believe there 
should be support for family 
physicians to continue to 
provide emergency depart¬ 
ment coverage. 

And of course, we feel the 
LHINs should be phased 
out over three years and 
replaced with elected local 
planning bodies and region¬ 
al ministry offices. 

Elected hospital boards 
should also be restored. 

Last summer thousands 
protested on a bus rally to 
Queen's Park. As a result 
health minister David 
Caplan announced he 
would set up a Rural and 
Northern Health Care Panel 
to review health services. 


Since then the panel has not 
requested nor provided 
public consultation. 

Consequently the OHC set 
up a panel of experts and 
conducted hearings, and 
has now released their 
report and recommenda¬ 
tions based on these hear- 

We are therefore hopeful 
the current health minister 
Deb Matthews will review 
the report and adopt the 
recommendations to 
improve access and equality 
of health care across 
Ontario.
